NEW YORK.— (Special.)— It was 
announced yesterday that the eques­ 
trian statue of General Sam Houston 
which is u o w t being cast in bronze 
in this city, will be unveiled next 
May in Houston, Texas, where it is 
to stand in the sunken gardens at 
Main Street and Montrose Boulevard 
The statue is the second largest 
equestrain statue in this country, 
and will be shipped to the Texas city 
this winter by steamer in a colos­ 
sal box. 
The statue has been on view for 
‘the past week at 168 West Fifty- 
first street, the stxidio of the sculp­ 
tor. Enrico Cerracchio, a resident of 
Houston for the last ten years, who 
came here to complete his work. The 
committee which accepted the clay 
model was headed by Mrs. J. M. 
Stewart, president of the Sam Hous­ 
ton

“ The unveiling will take place in 
Houston,” said, Mrs. Stewart yester­ 
day, “ during the W'orld s Advertis­ 
ing convention there next May.
